Community development money 
Citizen okay anticipated 
for water intake system 


The Georgetown Citizens Advisory Commis­ 
sion. 
after Thursday's public hearing, will 
recommend that the city allocate its first-year 
Community Development Act entitlement to the 
construction of a drinking water intake facility. 
C. A. Forbes, commission chairman, predicted

Forbes said 
The 23-member commission will hold a public 
hearing Thursday at 7 p m in the Georgetown 
City Council chambers to discuss 
eligible ac­ 
tivities and program priorities for the 1675 sub­ 
mission of an application for grant aid uric* i the 
Housing and Community Development Act,' 
Mayor Joe Crawford stated 
The act provides cities with money for a wide 
range of capital improvements and social 
p ro g ra m s. 
G eo rg e to w n 
is e n t itle d to 
$912,000—with $228,000 in fiscal years 1975, 1976, 
and 1977; $152,000 in fiscal year 1978. and $76,000 
in fiscal year 1979 
Forbes said Fridav that public sentiment is in 
accord with a suggestion by Georgetown City 
Hall administration that the city funnel its first 
$228,000 toward the construction of a drinking 
water intake system on the North Fork Lake 
basin 
"I imagine the commission will go on record 
with the same suggestion 
Forbes said 
“The only comments from citizens that I ve 
heard on the proposal have been in favor of it. 
City officials explain that designation of a 
single-item project, such as the intake system, 
will simplify the city's application for communi­ 
ty development funds and allow the city to beat 
the April 15 deadline for applying to the I 
S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop­ 


ment 
Forbes said the 23-member advisory commis­ 
sion "is a representative group of Georgetown 
citizens. We all seem to be in agreement with 
the water treatment recommendation 
Bill Schott, the Bryant - Currington engineer 
designing the drinking water treatment system, 
estimated the cost of the intake project — ex­ 
clusive of pumps 
at $200,000 
He said, however that if the city attempts to 
build the intake structure after the North Fork 
Lake is impounded in 1978. the same project will 


cost $500,000 


“To get this structure built before the lake is 
flooded will be money in our pocket,” Schott 
said Friday. 
He explained that the city cannot rely on well 
water from the Edwards Aquifer to keep pace 
with the population growth of Georgetown and 
Williamson County. 
The Citizens Advisory Commission is the 
designated tool for citizen input in the communi- 
tv development plan. Mayor Crawford said

munity development plan, Mayor Crawford said 


“ Because of the very short planning cycle for 
the 1975 submission, the normal planning cycle 
will be compressed 
"However, the 1976 planning cycle will be es­ 
tablished and begun as soon as the 1975 goals are 
firm and the 1975 application is submitted 
Crawford invited the Georgetown citizenry to 
the public hearing this Thursday 
“Members of the Georgetown City Council. 
Planning 
and Zoning Commission, and the 
Citizens Advisory Commission are urged to at­ 
tend this important public hearing and all 
citizens of Georgetown concerned with com­ 
munity development and planning are cordially 
invited to attend 
and participate in the dis­ 
cussion.” 
Citizen input is required to qualify for the 
community development money. 
Crawford hopes to complete the application by 
February, because the application faces up to a 
45-day review by the Capital Area Planning 
Council before it is forwarded to HUD for ap­ 
proval. 
Bv applying for funds for the intake system. 
Tom Samms. building inspector said, the city 
will waive an application requirement that 
would' compel Georgetown to submit a three- 
year community development plan 
“ Samuel L 
Wvse of Shananhan / Wyse 
Associates. Community Planning and Manage­ 
ment Consultants of Dallas, will report on 
progress his firm has made on 701 Comprehen­ 
sive Planning.” at the Thursday public hearing. 
Mayor Crawford said 
Information that Wyse is gathering is needed 
for the community development application.

life of the w ilderness for the handouts available in the cities 
Canada appears determ ined to sidestep this overburden 
Contrast C anada’s instinct for self-preservation with the 
continuing haphazard im m igration, legal and otherw ise, into 
the United States. 
Between 1960 and 1970 16% of the population grow th in the 
United States was im m igrants. In 1971, it accounted for 18 
in 1972. 23% ! 
Today, one in four persons added each year to our nation s 
population is from another nation. Legally There is no agen­ 
cy of governm ent which can provide even a responsible 
quesstim ate of the num bers of aliens entering the I mted 
States illegally Probably m ore than 4 million illegal aliens 
are presently living in the United States. 
THERE ARE NOW MORE registered Filipino doctors in 
the United States than there are black doctors, while in the 
Philippines there is a desperate shortage of physicians 
Leonard Chapman Jr of our Im m igration and N aturaliza­ 
tion Service savs that, as our nation s supply of space and 
resources and jobs becom es m ore scarce, our open door may 
have to be closed But in the United States it would take an 
act of the White House or Congress and what politician 
dares turn his back on what has become a decisive num ber of 
"foreign votes ” '

turns out, state law defines a 
day care center as a place, 
private home or otherwise, in 
which six or m ore children are 
looked after for part of a 24- 
hour day. This is regardless of 
whether it is for profit or not 
Any home or concern which 
falls into this category must 
f o l l o w 
t h e 
r u l e s 
a n d 
regulations, including getting a 
license and following health and 
safety standards set by the 
Departm ent of Public Welfare. 
I am not sure how many per­ 
sons this law affects in Milam, 
Falls or W illiamson Counties 
but it does seem like it could be 
an expensive inconvenience. On

Citizen okay anticipated 
for water intake system 


The Georgetown Citizens Advisory Commis­ 
sion. after Thursday s public hearing, will 
recommend that the city allocate its first-year 
Community Development Act entitlement to the 
construction of a drinking water intake facility. 
C. A Forbes, commission chairman, predicted 


Friday. 
“ I am sure the committee will go on record 
advocating the water treatment proposal. 
Forbes said. 
The 23-member commission will hold a public- 
hearing Thursday at 7 p m in the Georgetown 
City Council chambers to discuss “ eligible ac­ 
tivities and program priorities for the 1975 sub­ 
mission of an application for grant aid under the 
Housing and Community Development Act," 
Mayor Joe Crawford stated 
The act provides cities with money for a wide 
range of capital improvements and social 
program s. 
Georgetown is entitled to 
$912,000—with $228,000 in fiscal years 1975, 1976, 
and 1977; $152,000 in fiscal year 1978. and $76,000 
in fiscal year 1979. 
Forbes said Friday that public sentiment is in 
accord with a suggestion by Georgetown City 
Hall administration that the city funnel its first 
$228,000 toward the construction of a drinking 
water intake system on the North F ork Lake 
basin. 
“ I imagine the commission will go on record 
w-ith the same suggestion." Forbes said 
“ The only comments from citizens that I ve 
heard on the proposal have been in favor of it. 
City officials explain that designation of a 
single-item project, such as the intake system, 
will simplify the city's application for communi­ 
ty development funds and allow the city to beat 
the April 15 deadline for applying to the U. S. 
Department of Housing and Urban Develop­ 
ment. 
Forbes said the 23-member advisory commis­ 
sion “ is a representative group of Georgetown 
citizens We all seem to be in agreement with 
the water treatment recommendation.

WASHINGTON - Tile new 
Congress, with its liberal tilt, is 
expected to cut military spend­ 
ing The liberals would rather 
spend the money to teed the 
hungry and find jobs for the job­ 
less. 
President Ford has promised 
tits military chiefs, however, that 
he will battle for the defense 
budget. He will accept moder­ 
ate, but not deep cuts, he told 
them. 
He urged tile armed forces to 
take the initiative by cutting out 
the fat. The Army, for example, 
is top-heav>' with brass. Conse­ 
quently, Pentagon insiders anti­ 
cipate a “reduction-in-force ‘ 
next year that could in words of 
one high-ranking official, be 
damn bloody.’ 
The Army is also weighted 
down with support troops, wtxi 
p erform s e r v i c e s for one 
another, without adding any 
tlung to the Army’s fighting 
power 
Under the President’s pnxi 
ding, the Army will start moving 
support troops into combat units. 
The goal is to stretch the num­ 
ber of combat divisions from 13 
to 16 without adding any man­

There is open talk in Moscow 
about the defeat of capitalism in 
Europe. 
Mikhail Suslov, the No. 2 man 
in the politburo, has taken 
charge of the tinder cover opera­ 
tions in Western Europe. He has 
a lr e a d y s t r e n g t he ne d the 
Kremlins ties with the Com­ 
munist m ovem ents in Spain, 
Portugal and Italy. His aim is to 
take advantage of Western 
Europe’s economic troubles to 
bring tile Communists to power.

DOCTOR S DEBATE: The 
m edical profession is in an 
uproar over ex President Nix­ 
ons phlebitis operation, which 
almost resulted in his death. His 
treatment has become the hot­ 
test controversy in medical cir­ 
cles. 
The1 chief physician in the 
case, Dr John C Lungren. has 
been sharply criticized for per 
forming tile operation while Nix­ 
on’s blood was thin from anti 
coagulants. Dr Lungren’s choice 


of the vein w hich was shut oft to 
prevent the movement of bltxxl 
clots has also been questioned.

Judging from a few of the 
letters and comments of reac­ 
tion which I have received late­ 
ly since Attorney General John 
H ill s 
opinion about the 
Economic Index, there still ex­ 
ists some misunderstanding 
about the impact of that ruling 
IN S IM P L E TERM S, General 
Hill stated that the Economic 
Index could no longer be utiliz­ 
ed in computing the local share 
of educational funding. Ad­ 
d itio n a lly , 
the 
Attorney- 
General said—again boiled 
down to its sim plest te r­ 
m inology—that the 
Texas 
Education Agency which com­ 
putes the state and local fun­ 
ding distribution should take 
into account the true market 
value of local property when 
making these calculations. 
This legal opinion does not in 
any way mean your property 
taxes will he raised. 
That has been the common in­ 
terpretation when the words, 
“ true market value' are used 
but in this case it simply means 
that the calculations will be 
based on a uniform assessment. 
Ultimately what I believe this 


will mean is that the ratio of 
state to local funding for educa­ 
tion will finally be brought back 
into what it was originally in­ 
tended — 80 per cent by the 
state and 20 per cent by the 
local school district 
This ratio has been thrown 
way out of proportion in the last 
decade or two and funding is 
now on a 52-48 per cent level. 
IT IS F A IR L Y OBVIOUS that 
this disproportion has only 
served to cause an increase in 
local property taxes since local 
school districts were made to 
pay for an ever-increasing load 
of the education funding 
So I would say that you should 
have nothing to fear from this 


a t t o r n e y general's ruling and I 
really do not see any increase in 
taxes 
in fact, there is that 
possibility that school districts 
will now be able to hold the line 
on any further increases for 
some time

(Gilbert. a senior citizen outreach worker, said 


Tuesday 
The programs include a telephone assurance 
service and a transportation service for area 
residents 60 years and older 
THE FIRST PROGRAM, NU Gilbert explain 
ed, requires “ people willing to make four or fivt 
phone calls each day to talk to senior citizens ” 
She said the program is aimed at insuring the 
safety of older-than-average residents, par­ 


ticularly those who live alone or are immobile 
“ Volunteers are needed to talk with these peo­ 
ple each day and ask how they are getting along 
“ In the event that one of the senior citizens in 
the program does not answer the telephone then 
the volunteer would quickly call a neighbor, who 
would check on the situation 
The transportation service, a program started 
in October, assists the elderly in tunning 
errands, such as grocery-shopping, check- 
cashing. and visits to the doctor and dentist 
“ W E N EED P E O P L E who will volunteer to 
supply round-trip transportation for th*'
